COST OF CHINESE LABOUR, 


by Me. E. Rogers’ 


A report by Mr. Woh, tho Conanl ting 
Enginoor of the Consolidated Gold Fiulds of 
Soutli-A frica, Ltd.,-contains tho following under 
the heading of * Expenses of Chinese Labour,”

regulations, . One of thesois that. tho Chinaman 
receives a ndudmum wage of Is, per shiltif at 
the expiration of the first six months’ service 
the average wage ‘doos not umount to 50s. per 
month the ménimun wage should be raised to 
4s, Gd, por shift, whotbor the recipient proved 
efficient or not, It is-certaioly an intovation 
in the employment of labouy, skilled or other- 
wise, thata 50 per cent. increase in py should be 
guaranteed after a trial of six months, whether 

tlie individual should be worthy of such 
iverease or not. ‘As might have heen expected, 
the carly Yoxuult of this clause was, venorally 
speaking, to make the work of tho Chinaman 
inefficient end unsatisfactory, and it became 
Recossary to introduce pieca work as far ay 
possible in the mines, with 0 graduated scale of 
earuings. The Chivaman under this system 
ean make as much or more than the regulation 
wage as established by the Ordioance, and tho 
résult has been inervased efficiency all round. 
The reports from our mines show that the
